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Irish divine, controversialist author, and translator of the first Catholic version 
of the New Testament into English since the Rheims. 


Comelius Nary was bom in the parish of Tipper in Co. Kildare. The year of his 
birth is uncertain. 1660 is usually cited, but Fagan argues convincingly for 1658. 
The future priest received his elementary education in the town of Naas. Little is 
known about his preparation for ordination. This took place in Kilkenny in 
1682. In the following year he went to the Irish College in Paris to continue his 
religious education. There he came under the Gallican influence that would 
keep him at odds with inany of his colleagues throughout his career. He went on 
to obtain from the University of Paris the degree of C.F.P.D. (Consultissima 
Facultatis Parisiensis Doctor) in 1694. In addition to religion, his studies 
included civil law, a subject that would be of great use to him in the struggle for 
Catholic emancipation in the Bnitish Isles. 


After a stay in London where he served as tutor to the son of the Earl of Antrim, 
Father Nary returned to Ireland, apparently in 1699. Here he began his lifelong 
career at St. Michan’s in Dublin. DNB states he was imprisoned for his faith in 
1702. While possibly true given the legal disabilities of Catholics at the time, 
this cannot be corroborated. It was while serving at St. Michan’s that Nary 
began his translation of the New Testament. As a parish priest serving on the 
front lines in an environment hostile to his religion, he saw the need of his flock 
for an updated edition of the Rheims version. The latter had first been published 
in 1582 and had never been revised in subsequent printings. Translating from 
the Latin Vulgate and consulting the Greek, Nary completed the work by 1714. 
His great achievement had “cost him ten years’ hard labor.” The manusenpt 
received favorable reception from his superior, the Archbishop of Dublin. That 
prelate authonzed Father Francis Walsh to wnte, “You have now by your 
indefatigable labor furnished us with what we so long wished for, and so much 
wanted.” 


Nary’s New Testament was published in 1718. As can be seen on the title page, 
his initials (C.N.) appear, followed by his degree (C.F.P.D.). It is interesting to 
note that there is no mention of a publisher or place of publication, although a 
second title in some copies includes a London imprint (see note below), 
Editions of the Rheims New Testament up to that time had all originated from 
the Continent. The size of Nary’s New Testament is small octavo, so that “. . . it 
may be easily carried about in the Pocket ...” Despite the favorable review 
cited above, many of Nary’s fellow Catholics disapproved of his translation. His 
French education had long been the cause of suspicion. One of his strongest 
critics was Father Robert Witham, President of the prestigious English College 


at Douay, who would publish his own New Testament translation in 1730. 
Witham pointed out that in some places Nary’s translation unjustifiably followed 
the Protestant King James Version, e.g., in Matt 19:11, I Cor 7:9 ἃ Gal 5:17. 
The translation attracted enough negative attention to cause its condemnation by 
Rome in 1722, although mtervention by the Irish hierarchy of bishops probably 
prevented it from being placed on the Index of Prohibited Books. 


Nary was responsible for a number of other literary works, including A New 
History of the World published m 1720. The first half of this work is an 
abridgment of the Old Testament. As Pastor of St. Mican’s, he compiled an 
admirable record of pansh administration and was fully engaged m the fight for 
Catholic emancipation. To some, his pragmatic approach made him appear too 
lentent with the British Government. For example, his authorship of a proposed 
Oath of Allegiance to the Crown angered the Catholic Pretender James Stuart 
who had authority from Rome to nominate bishops. This was a factor in Nary’s 
failure to gain the See of Dublin when it became vacant in 1724. 


At the time of his death in 1738, Nary’s New Testament had been virtually 
forgotten. In that very year appeared the first of a series of revisions of the 
Rheims New Testament for which Bishop Challoner was chiefly responsible. 
These would become the standard for English language Catholic Bibles for the 
next two hundred years. However, later scholars came to recognize the value of 
Nary’s work. Father Pope compliments his mdependence of judgment and “his 
insistence on the need for study of the common epistolary (koine) Greek of the 
New Testament times if one would rightly appreciate the Greek of the 
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A second edition of the Nary New Testament appeared in 1719. It included a 
new title page and made corrections to the first edition. These are: a) addition 
of an “Errata” notation at the base of the page containing the Order of Books 
(immediately preceding text), 6) correction of an omission of part of Apoc 
18:22, and c) correction of the title to the Epistle of St. Jude. The exemplar from 
which this reproduction was made has the first edition (1718) title page, but also 
includes the corrections attributed to the second edition. This type of anomaly is 
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appearing in some copies. It features ornamental lines, a large vignette, and the 
imprint: LONDON, Printed for J. Moore in Cornhill, 1718.

Now the Ro- 
mans der the Command of Pompey, having fubdu’d 
shat Part of Alia in which ferufalem fies, chang’d this 
yearly Oblation into a Tribute payable yearly into Ce- 
tar’s Coffers. Wherefore the Pharifees and the Herodians 
doubted not, in the faid Queftion to have Clrift under 
this Dilemma; If be fays, that it ts not lawful to pay 
this Tribute to Cefar, we will accufe him before Celar's 
Governouys asa Rebel, who wou'd teach the People, that 
3411: ποῖ fal be for them to pay the Tributes and of con- 
fequence tvaduce hint as Gutity of Sedition and Rebeition.

There are two Opinions 
concerning ihe Senfe of thefe Words: The fixft Opinion u, 
that by the Word firt, 12 bere meant great or chief: So 
that the Latin of the faid Words may very well be rendered 
thus: The fecond great fabbeth, or τῆς fecond chief 
labbath: And thus have fome of the Fathers, and moft of 
the δεῖ Expofttors of the Scripture underflaod them, upon 
thofe Grounds. The Jews did ufe to call the Sabbath Day 
which fe upon the Feafts of the Paffocer, of Pentecop, of 
Tabernacles, and of fome other principal Feafts, great fab- 
bath days: zd for as much as the Feajt of the Palfover 
was their fb or greatest Feaft, they called the Sabbath, 
which fell upon it, asaraapary on'Ca]ey, the Αγ Sab- 
bath, or the firft great Sabbath, or chief Sabbaths for the 

ard apames, or primus, fignifies fometimes great or chief, 
as well as ἢ. The Sabbath falling upon the Feaft of 
Pentecoft they called Sutiggapdcer, the fecond puff, or {ἐπ 
cond great Sabbath. The Sabbath falling upon the Feaft 
of Tabernacles, rerroaparcs, the third firjt, or third great 
Sabbath: And thus they diftinguifbed their great or chief 
Sabbath Days one from another, By which it appears, thet 
the Evangelifi here meant the Sabbath, which fell upon 
the Feaft of Peniecoff, it being the fecond fuft, or fecond 
great Sabbath. | 

The fs Opinion, which is that of Scaliger, and of 
many Proteflants, is, that by the Word {econd is here meant, 
the fecond Day after the Paffover, and that by the μὲ 
Sabbath is meant the next Sabbath immediately following 
the Feaft of the Paffover.

A Table of the Epifiles and Gofpels which 
are read at Mafs sbroughbout the whole 
Tear (the Epiftles which are taken out 
of the old Teflament only excepted) and 
of the Chapters. and Verfes: where they 
are to be found in the new Feflament. 


The firft Figure denotes the Chapter, and 
the other two Figures the Verfes that 
begin and end the Epiffle and Gofpel of 
each Day, Note that where there is no 
Epiftle mentioned, nor Figure to denote 
it, that Day's Epifile is taken out of 
the Old Teflame nt 


For the bettet underftanding of this Table, the Lay- 
reader is defired to obferve that the Church begins 
the year with the firft Sunday of Advent, and rec- 
kons four Sundays to Chrifmar-Day, then follow 
the Feafts of Chriflmas to the Epiphany inclufive. 
From thence to the Sunday called Sepruagefima, there 
are in {ome Years fix Sundays, in fome Years but 

e, of four, and in fomie but thtee Sundays, accor- 
ding as Lent comes in eatliet or later, Then follow 
in order the Sundays called Sepiuagefima, Sexagefime, 
and Quinguagejima, After thele immediately follow 
the four Sundays called the firft, fecond, third, and 
fourth Sundays of Quadragefima, next Pafion, Palm, 
and Hafter Sundays follow. From Zafer Sunday 
there are fix Sundays until Pentecof, called firft, 
fecond, third, &’¢. Sundays after Eafter. From Pen- - 
tecoft until Advent, there are fome Years io which 
we reckon tweaty eight, but never lefs than twenry 
three Sundays. They are termed in our Liturgy firft 
Sunday after Pentccoft, 4 Sunday after Pextecoft, 
ἔξω. and fo on to the end of the Year. 


How to find out the juft Number of Sundays between 
Pentecoft and Advent, as alfo between Epiphany and 
Septuagefima in every Year would be too-tedious to 
be here infested, but the Lay- reader may confult any 
Clergyman upon this Occafion, and he will be ea-
